Food Prices Not Lower 


Reports that food prices are low- 


er are not borne out by statistics 
of retail food prices which are col- 
lected and compiled by the United 
States bureau 
of labor statistics. 


The statistics are obtained from re- 
tail de:ilers on the fifteenth of each 
month on identical brands. 


According to the figures thus com- 


piled, the retail cost of 22 articles 
of food in December was the high- 
est ever attained, being 2.6 percent 
higher than in November, 5 percent 
higher than in December, ]!>18; and 
89 percent higher than in December, 
11)13. This comparison'!? based on 
the average retail prices of the fol- 
lowing articles, weighed according 
to the consumption of the average 
family: Sirloin steak .round steak, 
rib jpast, chuck roast, plate beef, 
pork chops, bacon, ham, lard, hens, 
flour, cornmeal. eggs, 
butter, milk, 


bread, potatoes, sugar, cheese, rice, 
coffee and tea. 


During lOlfl, monthly retail prices 


of food have been secured for 4A 
articles. During the month from Xo- 
venVber 15 to December 15, 22 of

on an extensive scale is urged by 
Charles C. Deam, head of the fores- 
try division of the state conserva- 
tion department. 


Aside from their natural beauty, 


highway trees have many advan- 
tages. In heated seasons they serve 
to reduce the temperature, frequent- 
ly enhanced by reflection 
of 
the 


suns rays upon hard surface roads, 
thus rendering a service to traveling 
man and beast. In winter these same 
trees serve as a wind break. Burins- 
long periods of drought, they Mater- 
ially cause the macadam or gravel 
road to retain moisture it otherwise 
would not retain and .thus much of 
the surface of the road, pirlferized 
into fine dust by repeated churning 
of wheels, is prevented from Mowing 
away with every zephyr. 


In selecting 
trees for roadside 


planting the farmer naturally looks 
to the species which will be most be- 
nificinl both for commercial value for 
in time these trees will be cut for the 
timber they contain, and for the ad- 
vantages to be derived from shade. 
Because walnut produces a. valuable 
nut crop and the wood is always in 
demand at a fancy figure, prefer- 
ence is given this tree. In fact it is 
par excellent for the walnut grows 
well in the open and does not pro- 
duce an over abundance of shade, 
leading to the old fallacy that blue 
grass -will not grow near it. What 
moisture its shade produces will not 
retard adjacent crops. 


The yellow poplar is next best for 


roadside tree planting, the depart- 
ment says, for like the walnut it does 
not have the spreading canopy-like 
top of the elm, maple and beech, and 
the shade created will not prevent 
the quick drying up of dirt

vantages of roadside tree planting. 


The department recommends that 


farmers do not attempt to plant 
trees too big as in most cases vhey 
die or, stunted by 
the 
shock of 


transplanting, never do well. Smaller 
trees that caliper not in excess in 
the course of ten years; have made 
'better progress than larger and old- 
er trees. Cheaper and better results 
are obtained from planting nursery 
grown stock than 
securing 
trees 


from the woods. 


In advocating roadside tree plant- 


ing the department of conservation 
urges that young trees be carefully 
pruned and the branches trimmed v 
A height of at least 12 feet. Thus the 
grower will eventually realize a saw 
log and at this height the tree will 
dissipate shade in such a way as 
not to'damage adjacent crops.

STILL FUNCTIONS 


Although Nearly Every Minister is a 


Fugitive The Cabinet Manages to 


Meet Occasionally 


4 MEMBERS ARE BEING HUNTED 


Considerable Speculation as to Whe- 


ther Devalera WiH Return After 


Mission in U. S. 


Dublin. (By Mail)—In spite of 


the utmost vigilance of the British 
authorities' the "government of 
the 


Irish republic" is still functioning to 
a certain extent. Since thej orders for 
the suppression of a'll Sin Fein or- 
ganizations 5>!id the Dail Eireann or 
Sinn Fein Parliament the "govern- 
ment" has been, carried on with the 
greatest difficulty. 


Although nearly every "minister" 


is a fugitive and 'liable to arrest at 
any moment the "cabinent" manages 
to hold a furtive secret meeting oc- 
casionally. Usually these 
meetings 


are held at the 'home of some trus- 
ted Sinn Feiner and never twice in 
the same place. The meetings are 
mainly for the purpose 
of hearing 


reports of the activities of the dif- 
ferent deportments and keeping the 
organization intact. 


At the present moment four mem- 


bers of the "cabinet'1 are being hun- 
ted by the British government auth- 
orities. They are D. .1. Barton, Min- 
ister of Agriculture: Countess Mar- 
kicvicz, Minister of Labor; Ernest 
Blythe, Minister without Portfolio, 
and Michael Collins, Minister of Fi- 
nance. 


Several of these men are still in 


Dulilin bift keep under cover so clev- 
erly that the government agents are 
unable to put their hands upon them. 
Only a few days ago two 
of 
the 


members were seen on the streets in 
disguise by acquaintances. 


Within 
the past 
week Collins 


walked boldly down Sackville street, 
the main thoroughfare, and met face 
to face, with two government secret 
service men who immediately recog- 
nized him. Collins coolly shoved his 
hand in bus hip pocket and walked 
>etween the detectives. Knowing his 
reputation as a desperate and dar- 
ing fighter, the detectives feared to 
tackle him. Within 
a few minutes 


Ihe district was swarming with po- 
lice but Collins bad vanished. 


In the last 
"round-up" of 
Sinn 


Fein leaders

nent planned to make a clean sweep 
of the "cabinet,'' Collins had a close 
•shiive. 
Although forewarned of the 


mpendiiig raid 'he waited too long 
ind when the party of police arri-

ide and the building was surronnd- 
id. 
With 
only a few seconds to 


-pare he succeeded in reaching the 
'oof and thence crossed to the roof 
of a hotel next door and 
calmly 


watched the raid. 


After the

departed 


'ol'lins started to descend but fell 
hrough a. skylight 
into the hotel 


nd almost into the arms of a Brit- 
sh officer, who raised an alarm. In 
he confusion Collins got away. 


'As Minister of Finance, Collins is 


land'ling the funds and campaign 
or the "Irish Republic" loan. 
Al- 


hough the exact status of the loan 
s unknown it is reported that it has 
eac'hed the sum of several hundred 
liousand dollars. For safe keeping 
bis is said to be distributed among 


large number of persons in small 


mouht-s, so as not to arouse sus- 
icion. 
Evidences of the activity of Col- 


ins' "ministry"' are visible to

asual observer in the streets of 
)ublin. 
The wa'lls and signboards 


re plastered with appeals to "buy 
Bonds of the Irish Republic." With 
n eye to permanency the loan ad- 
ertising is painted in black stencil- 
ng. One of the favorite positions 
or the appeal is over Lord French's 
reclamations, and with charaeter- 
stic Irish humor someone has paint- 
d one on the police station walls.

French editor wlio is now putting up 
a vigorous campaign in his newspa- 
per "La Victoire'1 against the pres- 
ent French race suicide, which, he 
points out, in the end means also the 
suicide of France. 


If France lost 1,400,000 men dur- 


ing the war she has also voluntar- 
ily lost since 1871 no less than 2fl,- 
000,000 inhabitants 
through rwe 


suicide, he declared. 


A century ago France was the 


'largest populated nation in Europe. 
For fifty years past however her na- 
tality has been 
stationary 
where 


that of the other European countries 
has been on -the increase. Between 
1871 and 1914 France passed from 
a population of 37,000,000 to 
39,- 


000,000, while Germany increased 
from a population of 39.000,000 to 
66,000,000. 


In other .words UD to 1914 France 


had two , new 
future soldiers—or 


workers—to every five in Germany. 
Since 3914, however, France's death 


government is afraid to arrest Grif- 
fith because it would precipitate an 
uprising.
